Thcso are tho vSst estates that
prow by what they feed on. It is
their combined power that puts thorn
in control at cvory strategic position

And from year to year,
from generation to generation, thcso
fortunes pllo up higher and higher,
becauso the inccmes they reccivo aro
so largo that it Is beyond tho power
of their owners to spend them. As
Senator Hitchcock says, they are so
large they cannot bo used as Income.
They aro merely capital increases.
And as his capital fund concentrated
In a few hands grows ever larger, tho
power of good fortuno and bad wield-
ed by its owners over tho lives and
opportunities and occupations and
riHUt3"and happiness of tho rest of U3
grows greater and more monaclng.

Senator Hitchcock defends tho pol-

icy of a democratic administration in
baying that two-thir- of tho mount-
ing incomes accruing from such colos-
sal fortunes shall bo taxed Into the
public treasury.

oh so bitterly of that vast aggrega-
tion, when ho talked to you In tho
Auditorium? and tho other cop fel
lows big and little who camo along
all summer and who told us that the
wicked democrats had turnod looso n
flock of locusts on tho people In tho
form of s, and they were
devouring the public substance. "Wo
plcdgo oursclvos," tho republican plat-for- m

tho Marshall Field estate to learn
why it was no longer In tho market
for farm mortgages. Ho was Inform
ed that n3 taxea now aro farm loans
must boar 14 per cent Interest to
equal tax free l.onds as an Investment
for anybody in the high surtaxes.

Thero aro varying estimates of tho
amount of tax free bonds outstand
ing, ranging from $19,000,000,000 to
$25,000,000,000. At cither figure theso
bonds aro enough to relievo the big
money holders of an enormous bur
den of taxation. This means that tho
$5,000,000,000 of annual taxes will
fall almost wholly on tho masses of
tho people.

We might Jurt as well be facing
tho facts of the situation as to bo de-

luding ourselves with talk of the potty
economies of congress hero and there.
We havo launched into an enormous
scheme of military preparedness and
wo must pay for it. Wo shall be as
heavily taxed as any people of Europe
over have been if we keep on In this
courso we aro now in.

The Department of Labor In Its rt

for August shows t,hat thero was
a marked rise in tho retail cost of

food during tho month of August. St.

ports were received, the advance was
still more. (

It is not the Missouri farmers who
aro getting tho benefit of tho higher
retail prices.
